Volume 19 of the Courtland High School TRACKS was printed 
by Herff Jones, Inc., 525 Boyds School Road, Gettysburg, PA 
17325. The 750 copies were printed at an approximate cost of 
$26,000. The 208 pages of “You Belong Here” were printed on 80 

lb. gloss. The theme logo was designed by staff members. 
The cover was #1049 Ultramarine Blue embossed with #16 
Pale Gold, #22 Ivory, and F2 Gold Foil with a Cord grain. 
Endsheets are 100 Ib. and printed in PMS 281 Navy. Body copy 
and captions were set in 10 and 8 point Palatino, respectively. 
Headlines were student designed using various computer types 

such as Tekton Plus Regular, Skia, and Helvetica. 

Underclassmen and seniors were photographed by Segall- 
Majestic, Inc., 1019 Wilson Drive, Baltimore, MD 21223. Color
